HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Tcksday, Feb. 17, 1863 



Texas was formerly the 'Botany Bay'' of 
the United States, and consequently her 
early settlers were of the dare devil, coarse 
and illiterate class. The following obituary 
speech is said to have been delivered in the 
Texas Legislature a few years since. 

It seems there was a member belonging 
to it by the name of Dill, who seceded from 
that body while it was in session, the in- 
ducing cause of his secession being typhoid 
fever and a lack of wind. On the day which 
followed his decease, Mr. Gherken, a mem- 
ber, arose to announce the melancholy fact 
to the House. Another member of that 
body, named Slaker, was the chronic oppo 
nent of Gherken in all matter of legislation, 
from_a cambric needle to a sheet anchor 
and never ueglected a chance to give him a 
shot. Mr Gherken, after a solemn pause 
said : 

"Mister Speaker ! I have riz in my seat 
for the purpose of informing this yer house 
that Solomon Dill, a member of this yer

An exciting and perhaps ftttal shooting 
affray occurred on the sidewalk in front of 
the Gait House at an early hour yesterday 
afternoon, between Captain J. B. Fresbee, 
of the Sixth Indiana Cavalry, and private 
John Gavin, of the Thirty eighth Illinois In- 
fantry.

The Captain and his friend wrenched toe 
musket from (he soldier's hands, but it was 
quickly recovered. Capt. Fresbee procured 
a pistol, and three or four shots were ex 
changed, one shot from C.ipt. Fresbee's pis- 
tol taking effect iu Gavin's groin, and an 
other in the left arm of a citizen named Os 
borne. Captain Fresbee received a bayonet 
wound also in the arm. Gavin was remov 
ed to Hospital No 3, on Sixth street, where 
his wound was dressed, but the ba'l could 
not be extracted, and it is feared that tht 
wound will prove fatal. Mr. Osborne, whosi 
wound is in the fleshy part of the arm, and 
by no meansdangerous. was conveyed to Mrs 
Wa'.kins' boarding house, on Market street, 
near Brook. Captain Fresbee was arrested 
by officer Gallagher and taken before Gen 
Boyle, who told Captain F. to consider him 
self under arrest. The Captain has been in 
the city for some time, having been serving 
in the capacity of JuJge Advocate upon the 
military court martial which has been in 
session here. Mr. Gavin is a resident of St 
Louis, where he has a wife and child resid 
ing. We presume that Gen. Boyle will or 
der an investigation of the case immediate 
ly."

Printixo Paper — The Boston Journal 
says that the consumption of paper in this 
country equals that of Great Britain and 
France together. In 18>4 it was estimated 
that 230,000,000 lbs. were made here, valued 
at $23,000,000. About 403,000,000 lbs. of 
rags were used, at an average cost of four 
cents per pound. In New England, the Mid 
die and Western States, the value of book, 
job, and newspaper printing was returned 
by the last census (1860) as $39,428,843, of 
which eleven millions worth consisted of 
books, the value of the latter being nearly 
equal to the whole product of the same 
branch in 1330, which was returned at $11,- 
586,549. The manufacture of paper has 
increased in an equal ratio, the State o! 
Massachusetts alone producing paper of the 
value of $3,968,469, being over 53 per cent 
of the product of the Union in 1850.

Each army corps shall have a Roll of 
Honor, composed of brigade rolls, and in nd 
lilion thereto, the name of General, Field, 
and Stall' Officers, who win especial distinc- 
tion by noble and heroic conduct. 

The name of any one on the Rolls of 
Honor may be stricken therefrom, for mis- 
conduct, or for falling below the standard, by 
the regimental, brigade, division, or superior 
commander, or by sentence of court mar 
tial. 

Vacancies arising from these or other 
causes, shall be immediately filled, in the 
manner already prescribed. 

Whoever shall receive a medal for distin- 
guished service, shall have his name placed 
on the Rolls of Honor. 

Officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates may have their names placed upon 
the Rolls of Honor by the General com- 
manding, for particular acts of heroism that 
come under his special observation. 

Each infantry and cava'ry Brigade shall 
immediately organize a " Light Battalion," 
to be formeJ from the Rolls of Honor, as 
follows: Three privates from each company, 
one commissioned officer, two sergeants and 
three corporals from each regiment, and one 
livid officer from each brigade, as command 
er of the battalion, to be selected according 
lo the method designated in establishing the 
Rolls of Honor. The detail from each 
Regiment shall constitute a company. 

This battalion shall be provided with the 
best rifled arms — revolving arms, if possible 
— and will be mounted as soon as practica- 
ble. It shall always be kept full by selec- 
tions from brigade, regimental, and coin 
panv Rolls of Honor. 

Officers or soldiers may be dismissed from 
picket duty, and when not on detached ser 
vice, will be encamped al Brigade Head 
quarters. It must be kept at all times fully 
armed and equipped, nnd provided with wat- 
erproofs, and sbelter-tentt ; and also, when 
required, winter-tents and the necessary 
transportation. 

These Light Battalions will be looked up- 
on as the eHte of the army and models ol 
their profession, and from them will be ex 
pected such deeds of daring and enterprise 
as will prove them worthy of the distinction 
conferred upon them, and justify the choice 
ot their companions.

As the season of Lent is approacl 
ing, the following, which we find in the Cin- 
cinnati papers, will doubtless be interesting 
to our Catholic readers: 
Approach of and Regulations for Lent 

Lent among the Roman Catholics is near 
by, and the Archbishop has issued his an 
nual order for its observance. The time for 
performing the Easter duty, in this Diocese 
extends from Passion Sunday to the seconj 
Sunday alter Easter, inclusively, wherever 
Divine service is held every Sunday. Els? 
where, the time may be extended, according 
to the discretion of the pastor, from the rirst 
Sunday in Lent to Trinity Sunday. The fol- 
lowing are the regulations: 

1. All the faithiul who have complete! 
(heir twenty-first year, are unless legitimate 
ly dispensed, bound to observe the last of 
Lent. 

2. They are to make only one full meal a 
day, excepting Sundays. 

3. The meal allowed on fast-days is not to 
be taken till about noon. 

4 At that meal, if on any day permission 
should be granted for eating flesh, both flesh 
and fish are not to be used at the same 
time. 

5. A small refreshment, commonly called 
epilation, is allowed in the evening ; no gene 
ral rule as to the quantity of fool permitted 
at this meal is or can be ma le. But the prac- 
tice of the most regular Christians is never 
to let it exceed the fourth part of an ordin 
ary meal. 

6. General usage has made it lawful to 
take in the morning some warm liquid, as 
tea, corfee or thin chocolate, made with wa 
ler and a cracker. 

7. Necessity and custom have authorized 
the use of hog's lard, instead of butter, in 
preparing fish, vegetables, <Scc. 

8. The following persons are exempted 
from the obligation of fasting: Young per- 
sons under twenty-one years of age, the 
sick, pregnant women, or those giving suck 
io infants, persons obliged to hard labor, and 
all who through weakness can not fast with- 
out injury to their health. 

9. By dispensation, the use of flesh-meat 
will be allowed al any time on Sundays, 
and once a day on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, with the excep- 
tion of the Saturday in Ember Week, and 
the last four days in Lent. 

10. Pereons dispensed from the obligation 
of fasting are not bound by the restriction 
of using meat only at one meal, on days on 
which its use is granted by dispensation. 
Those wiio are obliged to fast are permitted 
to use meat only at one meal.
